U.S. should do more to compete 


with Cuba’s student proorams 


CARIBBEAN - The House of Representatives 
approved a proposal last week to dramatically 
increase the number of U.S. college students 
studying in Latin America and other parts of 
the developing world. That’s great but it would 
be even better if it also increased the number of 
foreign students studying in the United States. 

In that, Washington should keep a close eye on 
Cuba. Let’s start with the proposal to send more 
U.S. students abroad, known as the Senator Paul 
Simon Study Abroad Act. 

Under the plan, included in the Foreign Relations 
Authorization Act approved by the House 
on Wednesday, the U.S. government would 
quadruple to one million a year the number of 
U.S. college students who study abroad over the 
next 10 years. There is little question that the 
United States needs to increase its connections 
with developing countries to stay competitive in 
a global economy. 

Right now, only 0.3 percent of U.S. college 
students study abroad, according to the United 
Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization (UNESCO). U.S. officials say the 

figure is closer to 1 
percent. Still, that’s a 
low figure compared 
with the more than 6 
percent of Norwegian 
college students of 
2.5 percent of French 
students who study 
abroad, according to 
UNESCO figures. 
While passage of the 
proposal in the Senate 
would be a great 
step in advancing 
U.S. political and 
economic ties with 
the developing 

world, it would be 
much better if it also 
included plans to 
increase the number 
of foreign students 
coming to the United 
States. 

Right now, very 
few of the estimated 
623,000 foreign 
students from all over 
the world, including 
64,000 from Latin 
America and the 
Caribbean, study 
in U.S. colleges. 
Only 0.5 percent of 
foreign students in 
U.S. universities cite 
the U.S. government 
as their primary 
source of funds, 
while another 26 
percent say their 
studies are mainly 
paid by their U.S. 
colleges, according 
to the U.S. Institute 
of International 
Education. 

The legislation 


passed by the House would only add an 
estimated 200 students from the region a 
year under a program for indigenous people 
from Mexico and Central America, and a 
still to be determined additional number of 
students from English-speaking Caribbean 
countries. 

Meantime, growing numbers of Latin 
American and Caribbean college students 
are going to Cuba, according to UNESCO’s 
‘’Global Education Digest 2008.” While the 
United States remains the leading destination 
for students from Latin American and 
Caribbean countries, Cuba is already the No. 
1 destination for students from five countries 
in the region, and the No. 2 destination for 
another 13 countries. Among them: 

• Bolivia has 4,800 college students in 
Cuba, 1,030 in the United States, and 490 
in Argentina. 

• Paraguay has 865 college students in Cuba, 
390 in Argentina and 330 in the United 
States. 

• Uruguay has 780 college students in 
Cuba, 530 in the United States and 500 in 
Argentina. 

• Nicaragua has nearly 850 college students 
in Cuba, 425 in the United States and 287 
in Costa Rica. Cuba is the second largest 
foreign study destination for university 
students from Venezuela (3,850), Honduras 
(940), Guatemala (670), El Salvador (708), 
Panama (500) and Costa Rica (250), among 
others. House Foreign Affairs Committee 
Chairman Howard L. Berman, D-Calif., who 
sponsored the bill passed last week, told me 
in a telephone interview that chances that 
the proposed legislation will be approved by 
the Senate are "better than 50-50.” 

When I told Berman about the number of 
Latin American and Caribbean countries that 
have Cuba as one of the top destinations for 
their university students, he said, "That’s a 
fascinating figure. We need to rectify that.” 
‘Tt would be of an enormous benefit for us 
to increase the number of foreign students 
who come here,” Berman told me. "It is an 
investment that pays long-term dividends, in 
terms of people who become familiar with 
the American people, American institutions 
and American values, go back home, and 
10 or fifteen years later become leaders in 
government, business, the academic world 
and journalism.” 

My opinion: The Senate should approve the 
Study Abroad Act, and increase U.S. funds 
for foreign student exchanges. 

Granted, that’s hard to do at a time when 
many U.S. students can’t pay their own 
tuition fees. And, granted, it’s much easier 
to fund these programs for a dictatorship 
seeking international approval — like 
Cuba’s — than for a democratic government 
that needs congressional approval to pay 
for these programs. And, sure, many of the 
foreign students in Cuba will get a Marxist 
education that won’t help them get a job when 
they return home. Still, it’s ironic that Cuba, 
one of the hemisphere’s poorest countries, 
is competing neck and neck with the United 
States as one of the top destinations for 
foreign students from the region. 


Climate change blamed 
for Caribbean coral 
deaths 

Climate change has contributed to a flattening of the complex, 
multi-layered architecture of Caribbean coral reefs, compromising 
their role as a nursery for fish stocks and a buffer against tropical 
storms, a study shows. The analysis of 500 surveys of 200 reefs, 
conducted between 1969 and 2008, showed the most complex types 
of reef had been virtually wiped out across the entire Caribbean. 
Such reefs - typified by Table Corals of over 1 metre across and 
huge antler-shaped Staghorn Corals - act as a sanctuary for local fish 
stocks and a hunting ground for larger, commercially fished species. 
Many have been replaced with the flattest types of rubble-strewn 
reef, which now cover about three quarters of the Caribbean’s reef 
area, up from about a fifth in the 1970s, said the study, published 
in the Royal Society journal Biology Letters. The biggest impact 
has occurred in the last decade, said the report by researchers from 
Britain’s University of East Anglia and Canada’s Simon Fraser 
University. Flatter reefs are also less effective in protecting coastal 
homes and villages from storm swells and tidal surges.

Co-op compromise gives 
White House a health option

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
With Republicans fighting 
the idea of a government-run 
health insurance plan, Obama 
administrationofficials say that 
they are open to a compromise 
as Congress begins work this 
week on putting President 
Barack Obama’s goal of 
universal health coverage into 
law. 

About 50 million of America’s 
306 million people are 
without health insurance. 
The government provides 
coverage for the poor and 
elderly, but most Americans 


rely on private insurance, 
usually received through their 
employers. However, not all 
employers provide insurance 
and not everyone can afford to 
buy it for themselves. 

The administration ’ s 

compromise would expand 
coverage with taxpayer 
money but without direct 
governmental control. The 
concessions could be the 
smoothest way to deliver 
the bipartisan health care 
legislation the administration 
seeks by its self-imposed 
August deadline, officials 
said.

Netanyahu endorses 
Palestinian independence

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu endorsed a Palestinian state beside Israel for the first 
time on Sunday, reversing himself in the face of U.S. pressure 
but attaching conditions like demilitarization that the Palestinians 
swiftly rejected. 

A week after President Barack Obama’s address to the Muslim 
world, Netanyahu said the Palestinian state would have to be 
unarmed and recognize Israel as the Jewish state — a condition 
amounting to Palestinian refugees giving up the goal of returning 
to Israel. With those conditions, he said, he could accept “a 
demilitarized Palestinian state alongside the Jewish state.” 

The West Bank-based Palestinian government dismissed the 
proposal as an attempt to determine the outcome of negotiations 
while maintaining Israeli settlements, refusing compromise over 
Jerusalem and ignoring the issue of borders. They also said that 
demilitarization would solidify Israeli control over them.

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Biden says ‘everyone guessed wrong’ on jobs number 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Vice President Joe Biden 
said Sunday that “everyone 
guessed wrong” on the 
impact of the economic 
stimulus, but he defended the 
administration’s spending 
designed to combat rising 
joblessness. 

Biden said inaccuracies in 
unemployment predictions 
should not undercut the 
White House’s support of 
the $787 billion economic 
revival plan that has not met 
the expectations of President 
Barack Obama’s team. 
Instead, the vice president 
urged skeptics to look at 
teachers who kept their 
classroom assignments and 
police officers who kept their 
beats because of financial 
assistance from Washington. 
“The bottom line is that jobs 
are being created that would 
not have been there before,” 
Biden said. 

But they are not coming at 
the pace first estimated. 

Just 10 days before taking 
office, Obama’s top economic 
advisers released a report

predicting unemployment 
would remain at 8 percent or 
below through this year if an 
economic stimulus plan won 
congressional approval. 

Yet the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reports that 
unemployment in May rose 


to 9.4 percent. 

Biden said the White House 
is keenly aware of the 
gap between the rhetoric 
used to sell fast passage 
of the legislation and the 
reality that has 14.5 million 
people unemployed. The 


administration had predicted 
that the stimulus bill would 
create or save as many as 3.5 
million jobs. 

“No one realized how bad 
the economy was. The 
projections, in fact, turned 
out to be worse. But we took 
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the mainstream model as 
to what we thought — and 
everyone else thought — the 
unemployment rate would 
be,” Biden said. 

Those projects came from 
a report co-written by 
Biden’s chief economist, 
Jared Bernstein. Last week, 
Bernstein briefed reporters 
on the stimulus spending 
and insisted the report was 
in line with others’ research, 
but not aligned with reality. 
“At the time our forecast 
seemed reasonable. Now, 
looking back, it was clearly 
too optimistic,” he told 
reporters last Monday. 

The White House has tapped 
Biden as its chief spokesman 
on that economic stimulus 
plan, sending him across the 
country to drum up support 
for a plan that has yet to make 
the impact it promised. On 
Thursday and Friday, Biden 
visited Pennsylvania, Kansas 
and Michigan to highlight 
projects the stimulus has 
funded. 

The vice president said losses 
each month have dropped, 
although the economy is still 
losing jobs. 

“Can I claim credit that all 
of that’s due to the recovery 
package? No. But it clearly 
has had an impact,” Biden 
said. 

Biden said the estimates were 
based on standard economic 
models. 

“Everyone guessed wrong 
at the time the estimate was 
made about what the state 
of the economy was at the 
moment this was passed,” 
Biden said. 

Biden appeared Sunday on 
NBC television’s “Meet the 
Press” from his hometown 
of Wilmington, Delaware. 
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Future of feminism an issue in NOW leaderehip vote

NEW YORK - After years 
on the defensive during the 
Bush administration, the 
National Organization for 
Women is elated to have a 
president sharing many of its 
goals. Yet NOW heads into 
its own leadership contest 
— a sharp contrast of age and 
race — mindful of the need to 
energize its ranks. 

Kim Gandy, a savvy former 
prosecutor, is stepping down 
as NOW president after eight 
years leading the battle against 
many Bush-era policies. 

The election to succeed her, set 
for NOW’s three-day national 
conference starting Friday 
in Indianapolis, is both an 
unusual clash of generations 
and an opportunity for 
activists to confront some 
of the challenges facing the 
feminist movement. 

Delegates will be choosing 
between Latifa Lyles, a 33- 
year-old African-American 
who has been one of Gandy’s 
three vice presidents, and 
Terry O’Neill, 56, a white 
activist who taught law at 
Tulane University, who was 
NOW’s vice president for 
membership from 2001 -05, 
and who most recently has 
been chief of staff for a county 
council member in Maryland’s 
Montgomery County. 

The two have waged a polite 
campaign but are aware of 
the contrasts. Lyles would be 
NOW’s youngest president 
ever; O’Neill one of the oldest 
at the start of a term. 

Gandy speaks respectfully 
of O’Neill, but she has 
enthusiastically endorsed 
Lyles. 

“It’s hard to ignore the fact 
there’s been a generational 
shift in the country, and an 
organization that doesn’t 
recognize that is living in the 
past,” Gandy said. “Latifa’s 


youth is not a detriment, but 
an advantage. ... She’ll take 
NOW to a different level.” 

Yet one of NOW’s three 
current vice presidents — Olga 
Vives — is backing O’Neill, 
as are former NOW president 
Patricia Ireland and many 
other NOW regional leaders. 
Both contenders expect the 
election to be close, and both 
are promoting themselves as 
best able to bolster NOW’s 
membership. 

“We are not the strongest 
grass-roots movement we can 
be — we both agree on that,” 
Lyles said. “The question is 
how we deal with that.” 
Noting that she contrasts with 
NOW’s mostly white and over- 
40 membership, Lyles said she 
could help give NOW a new 
image of youth and diversity 
that would appeal to younger 
feminists and reinvigorate the 
broader movement. 

“The profile of NOW is just as 
important as the work we do,” 
she said. “There are a lot of 
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antiquated notions about what 
feminism is.” 

O’Neill, in turn, says she has 
the edge over Lyles in regard 
to grass-roots organizing and 
membership recruitment. 

“I keep hearing 'Terry, I want 
to see more activism in my 
community,”’ O’Neill said. 
“The press releases, the media 
exposure, invitations to the 
White House — these are 
excellent things, but they’re 
not enough. The grass roots 
are not personally engaged.” 
Like many feminists, O’Neill 
said she is still celebrating 
Barack Obama’s election 
as president — and his 
appointments of numerous 
veterans of the women’s 
movement to key posts in his 
administration. 

“But even with a friend in 
the White House and a lot of 
friends in the Congress, it’s 
going to take well-organized, 
grass-roots movement to 
advance our agenda,” O’Neill 
said.

“There is no one-size-fits- 
all idea,” Health and Human 
Services Secretary Kathleen 
Sebelius said. “The president 
has said, ‘These are the 
kinds of goals I’m after: 
lowering costs, covering all 
Americans, higher-quality 
care.’ And around those 
goals, there are lots of ways 
to get there.” 

Some of those ways, though, 
run counter to the White 
House’s earlier positions and 
those of Obama’s political 
base. While supporters from 
Obama’s left have advocated 
a government-run option 

— championed by an ailing 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
and his surrogate. Sen. 
Chris Dodd, both Democrats 

— presidential aides and 
congressional leaders in both 
parties have sought a speedy 
compromise. 

Leading that pack: the 


cooperative approach, similar 
to rural utilities that have 
government financial support 
but operate independently. 
Sen. Kent Conrad, the 
Democrat who chairs the 
Budget Committee, has 
offered the co-op idea as a 
way to avoid a bruising and 
protracted political wrangle 
in Congress. 

“This really isn’t, to me, a 
matter of right or wrong,” 
Conrad said. “This is a matter 
of: Where are the votes in the 
United States Senate?” 

That political situation has 
guided most of the talks. 
While Democrats control 
both chambers of Congress, 
they have only 59 senators 
— one short of the number 
needed to stop Republican 
stalling tactics in the 100- 
seat Senate. 

To offset the numeric 
challenge, Conrad proposed 
a compromise that drew 
interest from moderate 
Republicans, including one 


who helped Obama pass his 
economic stimulus plan over 
her party’s objection. 

“It’s far preferable to the 
government-run plan that 
has been discussed by 
the administration,” said 
Republican Sen. Susan 
Collins. “We need to better 
understand how it would 
work. But it’s certainly 
better than a Washington-run 
plan.” 

Obama’s political team at 
the White House has seen 
such a compromise as an 
option, although publicly 
the administration remains 
in support of a government 
competitor to private 

insurance. But during 

appearances on Sunday 

news programs, the support 
seemed to waver. 

Sebelius said, “Having these 
ideas on the table is exactly 
where we need to be right 
now.” 

But most Republicans don’t 
support a government health 


care plan. 

“I think that, for virtually 
every Republican, a 
government plan is a 
nonstarter,” said Senate 
Minority Leader Mitch 
McConnell, a Republican. 
“There are a whole lot of 
other things we can agree to 
do on a bipartisan basis that 
will dramatically improve 
our system.” 

To reach a bipartisan solution 


— something the White 
House has emphasized 

— Democrats were likely 
to make concessions to find 
the $1 trillion the plan would 
cost over the next decade. 
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Tides stymie fuel removal 
from sunken vessel

ANCHORAGE, Alaska 

(AP) — Divers have begun 
removing fuel from an oil field 
supply ship that sank in the 
Cook Inlet five months ago, 
but the work was soon halted 
when the inlet’s extreme tides 
started rocking a vessel being 
used as a staging area. 

Divers on Sunday pumped 
out about 1,000 gallons of an 
estimated 30,000 gallons of 
diesel on board the sunken 
Monarch, according to a 
spokesman for the owner of 
the 166-foot vessel. 

But after the tides shifted, one 
of the anchors of the offshore 
supply ship Perseverance 
broke free from the sea floor, 
swaying the vessel from 
position. 

“It’s like anchoring in a river, 
but the river reverses its flow 
every six hours. The velocity 
of the tide is always changing 
and the direction, too, going 


in and out every six hours,” 
said Jim Butler, a spokesman 
for Monarch’s owner, Ocean 
Marine Services Inc. of 
Kirkland, Washington. 

Crews pulled the two anchors 
and released a mooring line 
attached from the stern to 
the leg of an oil rig platform 
operated by Chevron Corp. 
The 207-foot Perseverance, 
which had been positioned 
over the sunken vessel, was 
taken to a sheltered bay while 
responders reviewed their 
mooring options. 

Possibilities being discussed 
include dropping more 
anchors from other sections, 
repositioning the Perseverance 
or obtaining a different ship, 
Butler said. 

The Monarch sank Jan. 15 
when it was pinned by sea ice 
to the Granite Point platform 
during a delivery of supplies. 
About 3,500 gallons of diesel 
and hydraulic oil spilled 
during the mishap. 


The vessel settled upside 
down on the sea bed near 
the platform, which is in the 
northern section of Cook Inlet 
about 45 miles southwest of 
Anchorage. 

Responders, including state 
environmental regulators, 
warned last week about the 
challenges of working in 
conditions of the inlet. An oil 
spill response vessel and crew 
are standing by during the 
operation, which is expected 
to take more than a month. 

“It is hard to exaggerate the 
difficulty of this fuel recovery 
operation,” Gary Folley with 
the Alaska Department of 
Environmental Conservation 
said in a prepared statement. 
“Tidal currents in Cook Inlet 
are among the highest in the 
world, visibility for the divers 
is near zero, and the wreck is 
upside down.” 

Butler said Sunday’s initial 
diesel recovery demonstrated 
the deluding system works. 


Fiery Calif, freeway crash kills trucker 


LONG BEACH, Calif. - A 
tanker truck hauling 8,000 
gallons of ethanol crashed and 
exploded into an inferno that 
sent a river of fire into storm 
drains, killed the driver and 
blocked major highways. 
Witnesses said the heat from 
the blazing ethanol, or ethyl 
alcohol, was so intense it 
melted guardrails, and all that 
remained of the truck were its 
axles and small portions of 
the cab. 

The truck crashed around 
6 p.m. Saturday, hitting the 
side rail of eastbound State 
Route 91 at the transition 
to Interstate 710, the Long 
Beach Fire Department said 
in a statement. The cause 
of the crash was under 
investigation. 

A huge fireball enveloped 
the 1-710 overpasses, Long 
Beach Fire Department Capt. 
Jackawa Jackson said. 
Officials worried the fire may 
have weakened the elevated 
stretch of road, the fire 


department said. 

However, the interstate was 
reopened several hours after 
the crash and all but one lane 
of the state route were open to 
traffic Sunday, the California 
Highway Patrol said. 

A stream of burning alcohol 


flowed from the tanker into a 
storm drain, shooting plumes 
of flame 20 feet in the air from 
other storm drains. 

Firefighters snuffed the flames 
with foam, Jackson said. 

The driver’s name was not 
immediately released.

Once the mooring problem is 
resolved, divers will go down 
during slack tides. They’ll use 
a wand attached to a pump 
on board the Perseverance to 
drain each of the Monarch’s 
12 fuel and oil tanks. Beside 
the diesel, almost 700 gallons 
of lube oil are on board the 
Monarch. 

Three 30-minute dives are 
planned for each 24-hour 
period. 

“The most critical thing is to 
ensure in all of our operation 


that we keep in mind safety,” 
Butler said. “These divers are 
going down, working in an 
environment they can’t see, 
to try to access fuel tanks on a 
ship that’s upside down.”

Netanyahu, in an address seen as 
his response to Obama, refused 
to heed the U.S. call for an 
immediate freeze of construction 
on lands Palestinians claim for 
their future state. He also said 
the holy city of Jerusalem must 
remain under Israeli sovereignty. 
“Netanyahu’s speech closed 
the door to permanent status 
negotiations,” senior Palestinian 
official Saeb Erekat said. “We 
ask the world not to be fooled 
by his use of the term Palestinian 
state because he qualified it. He 
declared Jerusalem the capital of 
Israel, said refugees would not be 
negotiated and that settlements 
would remain.” 

But in Washington, the White 
House said Obama welcomed 
the speech as an “important step 
forward.” 

Netanyahu’s address had been 
eagerly anticipated in the wake 
of Obama’s landmark speech to 
the Muslim world. 

His speech was a dramatic 
transformation for a man who was 
raised on a fiercely nationalistic 
ideology and has spent a two- 
decade political career criticizing 
peace efforts. 

Many Israeli commentators 
speculated that after the re- 
election of Iran’s hardline 
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president, Netanyahu would 
focus the address on the threat of 
Iran’s suspect nuclear program. 
While reiterating his belief that 
a nuclear-armed Iran is a grave 
threat, Netanyahu spent little 
time on the issue. 

“I call on you, our Palestinian 
neighbors, and to the leadership 
of the Palestinian Authority: 
Let us begin peace negotiations 
immediately, without 

preconditions,” he said, calling 
on the wider Arab world to 
work with him. “Let’s make 
peace. I am willing to meet with 
you any time any place — in 
Damascus, Riyadh, Beirut and in 
Jerusalem.” 

Since assuming office in March, 
Netanyahu has been caught 
between American demands 
to begin peace talks with the 
Palestinians and the constraints 
of a hardline coalition. With his 
speech, he appeared to favor 
Israel’s all-important relationship 
with the U.S. at the risk of 
destabilizing his government. 
Netanyahu laid out his vision 
in a half-hour speech broadcast 
nationwide during prime time. 
He spoke at Bar-Ilan University, 
known as a bastion of the Israeli 
right-wing establishment, and his 
call for establishing a Palestinian 
state was greeted with lukewarm 
applause. 

As Netanyahu spoke, two small 
groups of protesters demonstrated 
at the entrance to the university. 
Several dozen hard-liners held up 
posters showing Obama wearing 
an Arab headdress and shouted 
slogans against giving up West 
Bank territory. Across from 
them, a few dozen dovish Israelis 
and foreign backers chanted 
slogans including “two states 
for two peoples” and “stop the 
occupation.” 

Police kept the two groups apart. 
The Palestinians demand all of 
the West Bank as part of a future 
state, with east Jerusalem as their 
capital. Israel captured both areas 
in the 1967 Mideast war. 
Netanyahu, leader of the hardline 
Likud Party, has always resisted 
withdrawing from these lands, 
for both security and ideological 
reasons. In his speech, he 
repeatedly made references to 
Judaism’s connection to the 
biblical Land of Israel. 

“Our right to form our sovereign 
state here in the land of Israel 
stems from one simple fact. The 
Land of Israel is the birthplace of 
the Jewish people,” he said. 

But Netanyahu also said that 
Israel must recognize that 
millions of Palestinians live in the 
West Bank, and continued control 
over these people is undesirable. 
“In my vision, there are two free 
peoples living side by side each 
with each other, each with its 


own flag and national anthem,” 
he said. 

Netanyahu has said he fears the 
West Bank could follow the path 
of the Gaza Strip — which the 
Palestinians also claim for their 
future state. Israel withdrew 
from Gaza in 2005, and Hamas 
militants now control the area, 
often firing rockets into southern 
Israel. 

“In any peace agreement, the 
territory under Palestinian control 
must be disarmed, with solid 
security guarantees for Israel,” 
he said. 

“If we get this guarantee for 
demilitarization and necessary 
security arrangements for Israel, 
and if the Palestinians recognize 
Israel as the state of the Jewish 
people, we will be willing in a 
real peace agreement to reach 
a solution of a demilitarized 
Palestinian state alongside the 
Jewish state,” he said. 

Netanyahu became the latest 
in a series of Israeli hard-liners 
to soften their positions after 
assuming office. Earlier this 
decade, then-Prime Minister 
Ariel Sharon led Israel out 
of Gaza before suffering a 
debilitating stroke. His successor, 
Ehud Olmert, spoke eloquently 
of the need to withdraw from the 
West Bank, though a corruption 
scandal a disastrous war in 
Lebanon prevented him from 
carrying out that vision. 
Netanyahu gave no indication as 
to how much captured land he 
would be willing to relinquish. 
However, he ruled out a division 
of Jerusalem, saying, “Israel’s 
capital will remain united.” 
Netanyahu also made no mention 
of uprooting Jewish settlements 
in the West Bank. Nearly 300,000 
Israelis live in the West Bank, in 
addition to 180,000 Israelis living 
in Jewish neighborhoods built in 
east Jerusalem. He also said that 
existing settlements should be 
allowed to grow — a position 
opposed by the U.S. 

“We have no intention to build 
new settlements or expropriate 
land for expanding existing 
settlements. But there is a need to 
allow residents to lead a normal 
life. Settlers are not the enemy of 
the nation and are not the enemy 
of peace — they are our brothers 
and sisters,” he said. 

Netanyahu also said the 
Palestinians must recognize 
Israel as a Jewish state. The 
Palestinians have refused to do 
so, fearing it would amount to 
giving up the rights of millions 
of refugees and their descendants 
and be discriminatory to Israel’s 
own Arab minority. 

Erekat said Netanyahu’s plan was 
unacceptable since it effectively 
imposes a solution on the core 
issues of the conflict. 
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Ahmadinejad opponents shout protests from rooftops

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — 
Protesters battled police over 
Iran’s disputed election and 
shouted their opposition from the 
rooftops, but President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad dismissed the 
unrest as little more than 
“passions after a soccer match” 
and drew his own huge rally of 
support. 

Just after sundown Sunday, cries 
of “death to the dictator” echoed 
through Tehran as thousands of 
backers for Ahmadinejad’s rival, 
Mir Hossein Mousavi, heeded a 
call to bellow from the roofs and 
balconies. The deeply symbolic 
act recalled the shouts of “Allahu 
Akbar,” or God is Great, to 
show opposition to the Western- 
backed monarchy before the 
1979 Islamic Revolution. 

The scenes summed up the 
showdown over the disputed 
elections: an outwardly confident 
Ahmadinejad exerted control, 
while Mousavi showed no sign 
of backing down and could 
be staking out a new role as 
powerful opposition voice. 

His charges that Friday’s vote 
was riddled by fraud brought 
sympathetic statements from 
Vice President Joe Biden and 
other leaders. Mousavi made a 
direct appeal with Iran’s ruling 
clerics to annul the result, but 
his chances were considered 
remote. 

With his wide network of young 
and middle-class backers, 
Mousavi could emerge as a leader 
for Iran’s liberal ranks and bring 
internal pressure on Ahmadinejad 
and Iran’s theocracy to adopt less 
confrontational policies toward 
the West. 

But the struggle Sunday was on 
the streets in the worst unrest in 
Tehran since student-led protests 
10 years ago. 

Demonstrators were back on 
the streets with the same tactics: 
torching bank facades and trash 
bins, smashing store windows and 
hurling rocks at anti-riot squads 
in Tehran. Police responded 
with baton-wielding sweeps — 
sometimes targeting bystanders 
— and the regime shut down 
text messaging systems and pro¬ 
reform Internet sites. 

There was no official word on 
casualties. 

Authorities had detained top 
Mousavi aides, including the 
head of his Web campaign, but 
many were released Sunday after 
being held overnight. 

Iran’s deputy police chief, Ahmad 
Reza Radan, told the official 
Islamic Republic News Agency 
that about 170 people have been 


arrested. It was not known how 
many remained in custody. 
Mousavi has urged his supporters 
to channel their anger into 
peaceful acts of dissent. But 
the official clampdown on the 
Internet links blunted the reach 
of the message. At the same time, 
Mousavi went to the pinnacle 
of power to try to reverse the 
election decision. 

In a letter to the Guardian Council 

— a powerful 12-member 
clerical body closely allied to 
Supreme Leader Ayatollah Ali 
Khamenei — he claimed “fraud 
is evident.” 

The letter, posted on Mousavi’s 
Web site that is accessible 
outside Iran, didn’t specify his 
allegations but claimed that his 
envoys were unfairly blocked 
from monitoring polling stations. 
Iran does not allow outside or 
independent election observers. 
The Guardian Council must 
certify all election counts. 
Mousavi later met Khamenei — 
who has almost limitless power 

— to press his appeal, said 
Shahab Tabatabaei, a prominent 
activist in Mousavi’s pro-reform 
camp. 

It was likely a long-shot mission 
by Mousavi, 67, who served as 
prime minister in the 1980s. 
Khamenei has already given his 
blessing to the election outcome 
and it would be extraordinary 
for him to publicly change his 
position. 

In a news conference, 
Ahmadinejad called the level 
of violence “not important from 
my point of view” and likened 
it to the intensity after a soccer 
game. 

“Some believed they would win, 
and then they got angry,” he said. 
“It has no legal credibility. It is 
like the passions after a soccer 
match. ... The margin between 
my votes and the others is too 
much and no one can question 
it.” 

“In Iran, the election was a real 
and free one,” he told a room 
packed with Iranian and foreign 
media. 

But Ahmadinejad also accused 
international media of launching 
a “psychological war” against 
the country. 

Iranian authorities have asked 
some foreign journalists who 
were in Iran to cover the elections 
to prepare to leave. Nabil Khatib, 
executive news editor for Dubai- 
based news network A1 Arabiya, 
said the station’s correspondent in 
Tehran was given a verbal order 
Sunday from Iranian authorities 
that the office will be closed for 
one week. 

No reason was given for the

order, but the station was warned 
several times Saturday that they 
need to be careful in reporting 
“chaos” accurately. 

A sustained and growing backlash 
to Iran’s power could complicate 
the country’s policies at a pivotal 
time. 

President Barack Obama has 
offered to open dialogue after a 
nearly 30-year diplomatic freeze. 
Iran also is under growing pressure 
to make concessions on its nuclear 
program or face possible more 
international sanctions. 

On NBC television’s “Meet the 
Press,” Biden said: “Is this the 
result of the Iranian people’s 
wishes? The hope is that the 
Iranian people, all their votes 
have been counted, they’ve been 
counted fairly. But look, we 
just don’t know enough” since 
Friday’s vote. 

In Paris, French Foreign Minister 
Bernard Kouchner said his 
country is “very worried” about 
the situation in Iran and criticized 
the “somewhat brutal reaction” to 
the election protests. 

ButbothU. S. -backed go vemments 
flanking Iran — Afghanistan and 
Iraq — issued congratulations. 

In Tehran, the day was marked 
by competing protests from both 
sides. 

Less than a 10-minute walk from 
Ahmadinejad’s news conference, 
protesters raged through streets 
and lit piles of tires as flaming 
barricades to block police. About 
300 Mousavi supporters gathered 
outside SharifUniversity, chanting 


“Where are our votes?” 

By mid-afternoon, tens of 
thousands of Ahmadinejad 
supporters filled Vali Asr 
Street — the same place a 
massive pre-election rally was 


held by Mousavi last week. 
Ahmadinejad’s forces waved 
Iranian flags and green Islamic 
banners, an obvious response to 
Mousavi’s campaign that adopted 
green as its trademark color.

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N.Korea warns of nuclear war amid 

rising tensions

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 
South Korea’s president ordered 
his top security officials Sunday 
to deal “resolutely and squarely” 
with new North Korean warnings 
of a nuclear war on the eve of his 
U.S. visit. In Washington, Vice 
President Joe Biden said “God 
only knows” what North Korea 
wants from the latest showdown. 
President Lee Myung-bak travels 
to Washington on Monday for 
talks with President Barack 
Obama that are expected to focus 
on the North’s rogue nuclear and 
missile programs. 

The trip comes after North Korea’s 
foreign Ministry threatened war 
with any country that stops its 
ships on the high seas under new 
sanctions approved by the U.N. 
Security Council in response to 
its May 25 nuclear test. 

It also vowed Saturday to 
“weaponize” all its plutonium and 
acknowledged a long-suspected 
uranium enrichment program for 


the first time. Both plutonium 
and uranium are key ingredients 
of atomic bombs. 

A commentary published 
Saturday in the North’s state-run 
Tongil Sinbo weekly claimed 
the U.S. was deploying a vast 
number of nuclear weapons in 
South Korea and Japan. 

North Korea “is completely 
within the range of U.S. nuclear 
attack and the Korean peninsula 
is becoming an area where the 
chances of a nuclear war are the 
highest in the world,” it said. 

Kim Yong-kyu, a spokesman 
at the U.S. military command 
in Seoul, denied the allegation, 
saying the U.S. no longer has 
nuclear bombs in South Korea. 
U.S. tactical nuclear weapons 
were removed from South Korea 
in 1991 as part of arms reductions 
following the Cold War. 

President Lee summoned his top 
security ministers Sunday and 
ordered them to “resolutely and 
squarely cope” with the North’s 
threats, his office said. The 


Unification Ministry, responsible 
for ties with the North, issued a 
statement demanding that it stop 
inflaming tension and resume 
talks with the South. 

“North Korea should give up its 
nuclear program ... and stop any 
kind of military threat,” it said. 
“We urge North Korea to respond 
in a sincere dialogue to improve 
South-North Korean relations.” 
The new U.N. sanctions approved 
Friday are aimed at depriving 
the North of the financing used 
to build its nuclear program. 
They also authorize searches of 
North Korean ships suspected 
of transporting illicit ballistic 
missile and nuclear materials. 
Biden told NBC’s “Meet the 
Press” that it’s crucial that the 
U.S. and other nations “make 
sure those sanctions stick.” 

North Korea’s leader, Kim Jong II, 
reportedly had a stroke 10 months 
ago and analysts believe there 
may be a plan in place to name 
his inexperienced 26-year-old 
son, Kim Jong Un, as the future 
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Pro-North Korean activists hold banners during a rally celebrating 
the ninth anniversary of the June 2000 summit between then- 
South Korean President Kim Dae-jung and North Korean leader 
Kim Jong II, in front of the Unification Ministry in Seoul, South 
Korea, Sunday, June 14, 2009.

leader. “God only knows what 
he wants,” Biden said of Kim. 
“There’s all kinds of discussions. 
Whether this is about succession, 
wanting his son to succeed him. 
Whether or not he’s looking for 
respect. Whether or not he really 
wants a nuclear capability to 
threaten the region. ... We can’t 


guess his motives. 

“We just have to deal with the 
reality that a North Korea that is 
either proliferating weapons and 
or missiles, or a North Korea that 
is using those weapons ... is a 
serious danger and threat to the 
world, and particularly East 
Asia,” the vice president said.

UK reports its first 
death by H1N1 virus

LONDON (AP) — A person 
with other health problems 
died of swine flu in Scotland 
— the first reported death 
from the illness outside the 
Americas, health officials 
said. 

Britain has been harder hit 
by the virus — known as 
H1N1— than elsewhere 
in Europe. Earlier Sunday, 
Britain had reported another 
61 cases of swine flu, bringing 
the country’s total to 1,226 
cases. 

“Tragic though today’s death 
is, I would like to emphasize 
that the vast majority of those 
who have H1N1 are suffering 
fromrelativelymildsymptoms, 
“ Scottish Health Secretary 
Nicola Sturgeon said. “I 
would reiterate that the risk 


to the general public remains 
low and we can all play our 
part in slowing the spread of 
the virus by following simple 
hygiene procedures.” 

Now that swine flu has 
officially been declared to be a 
pandemic, or global outbreak, 
health authorities expect to 
see more cases and deaths 
worldwide. The World Health 
Organization said last week 
that the virus has not become 
any more lethal, but is now 
unstoppable. 

So far, swine flu appears to 
be a relatively mild virus, and 
most people who get it do not 
need treatment to get better. 
About half the people who 
have died from swine flu have 
had other health conditions 
including pregnancy, obesity, 
diabetes, or asthma. 

“The patient had underlying 


health conditions,” the 
government statement 

announcing the death on 
Sunday said, without saying 
what they were. 

Scotland’s government said 
the patient was one of 10 
people being treated for the 
influenza at a hospital. The 
statement did not identify the 
patient or the hospital. 

It was the first death from 
the H1N1 strain of influenza 
reported outside the Americas, 
according to the World Health 
Organization in Geneva or the 
European Centers for Disease 
Control in Stockholm, which 
both keep tabs on confirmed 
cases of swine flu around the 
world. 

The latest WHO report, 
released on Friday, said 74 
countries have reported 29,669 
cases of swine flu, including 



145 deaths. Fatalities had 
occurred in eight countries 
in the Americas: Mexico, 
the United States, Canada, 
Chile, Colombia, Costa Rica, 
the Dominican Republic and 
Guatemala. 

Last week, the WHO declared 
the flu a pandemic. WHO 
said it expected further cases 
— and deaths — to occur as 
the pandemic plays out over 
the next few years. 

Hugh Pennington, a 
bacteriologist at Aberdeen 
University, said the underlying 
conditions are likely to have 
been a “significant factor” 


in the death because it raises 
the odds the patient will have 
difficulties. 

“It makes it more likely that 
they will get the serious form 
of the virus in the first place,” 
he said. “If your lungs are 
already only working at half 
capacity when the virus kicks 
in and takes half of what is 
left, you will be left teetering 
on the edge.” 

Pennington said that while the 
death was unfortunate, it was 
“quite unremarkable” given 
the number of reported cases 
and compared favorably to 
ordinary seasonal flu.

Gay wins St Jude wire-to-wlre,

MEMPHIS, Tennessee (AP) — 
Brian Gay played his way into 
the U.S. Open in his last possible 
chance, beating David Toms and 
Bryce Molder by five strokes 
to completeg a wire-to-wire 
victory at the St. Jude Classic on 
Sunday. 


Gay earned his 
second win in 
his last five 
events and third 
of his career to 
grab the Open 
exemption at 
Bethpage Black 
as a multiple 
winner in the 
last calendar 
year. He 

grabbed the 
$ 1,008,000 
winner’s 
check at TPC 
Southwind in 
mnaway style, 
too. 

Gay led by only 
a stroke after 
each of the first 
three rounds, 
then shot a third 

straight 4-under 66 to pull away. 
He birdied three of the first six 
holes to take all the suspense out 
of the final round, and birdied the 
18th to finish at 18-under 262. 
Phil Mickelson, in his first event 
since announcing wife Amy has 
breast cancer, and John Daly, 
returning from a six-month PGA 
Tour suspension, tied for 59th at 


1 over. Mickelson closed with a 
75, and Daly shot a 70. 

Toms finished with a 65, and 
Molder had a 70. John Senden 
(64), Paul Goydos (68) and 
Robert Allenby (69) tied for 
fourth at 12 under. 

“It was a pretty good golf 
tournament except for one guy 
stealing the show,” said Toms, 
the tournament winner in 2003 
and 2004. 

It wasn’t as large a victory as 
April when Gay won by 10 at 
Hilton Head. It just felt like that 
on a day where no one could get 
close enough on wet fairways 
that stopped balls with almost no 
roll. Officials had moved up the 
start by four hours hoping to beat 
incoming storms that popped up 
in the morning to delay the start 
of the final round — by four 
hours. It didn’t rain again. 

And Gay put away the win with 
his putter. 

He needed only 100 putts to 
become only the fourth wire-to- 
wire winner in the tournament’s 
52-year history and the first since 
Justin Leonard in 2005. The 
others include Bob Estes in 2001 
and Dave Hill in 1967 — back 
when the event was played at old 


Colonial. 

Gay originally planned to be off 
during the Open after he failed by 
three strokes in qualifying. Now 
he has become the fifth with two 
wins on tour this year, joining 
Mickelson, Zach Johnson, Geoff 
Ogilvy and Tiger Woods. 

Gay started moving away on the 
par-3 fourth. After his tee shot 
landed near the pin and rolled 20 
feet past, he rolled in the birdie 
putt to reach 16 under. Molder hit 
into a bunker and bogeyed — a 
swing that gave Gay a four-stroke 
lead. Gay rolled in a 30-footer on 
No. 6 and a 17-footer on No. 9 
for birdies. 

The club let him down on his two 
bogeys. 

He found a greenside bunker pin- 
high on No. 7 and blasted out to 
15 feet but two-putted. He missed 
a 9-footer for par on No. 10. 

But Gay made up for that by 
sticking an iron a foot away for 
birdie on the par-3 11th — the 
island green — for birdie to go 
back to 17 under. 

From there on, Gay parred six 
straight holes before finishing in 
style. He stuck an iron 163 yards 
from the fairway to 5 feet of the 
pin on No. 18, then stroked in his 


27th putt of the round for birdie. 
He celebrated with a fist pump, 
a high-five with his caddie and 
hugs and kisses from his young 
daughters. 

Mickelson spent the week trying 
to figure out how to play golf 
and deal with all the emotions 
resulting from his wife’s illness. 
He accomplished that even if 
the results on course didn’t. He 
started the final round 10 strokes 
and shot the 75 that featured a 
triple bogey, three bogeys and 
three birdies. 

“I needed to get a little bit of play 
in, see where my game was at 
and get back on the golf course 
in a competitive frame of mind 
if I was going to have a chance 
next week,” Mickelson said. “I’m 
looking forward to next week’s 
U.S. Open. 

Now he wants to focus on his 
putting after needing 120 putts 
here. 

Six children treated at St. Jude 
Children’s Research Hospital 
met him coming off the 18th 
green wearing shirts and a banner 
that read “Thinking of Amy.”

Yankees rough up Santana, 
rout Mets 15-0 


NEW YORK (AP) — Derek 
Jeter and the Yankees hammered 
pitcher Johan Santana in a 15-0 
thrashing of the Mets on Sunday 
for the biggest blowout in Subway 
Series history. 

Jeter hit all four pitches he faced 
and the Yankees got two-run 
homers from Hideki Matsui and 
Robinson Cano in a nine-run 
fourth inning, chasing Santana 
early to take two of three in a 
testy interleague baseball series 
at Yankee Stadium. 

Mets closer Francisco Rodriguez 
shouted at Yankees reliever 
Brian Bruney in left field during 
batting practice and the two were 
separated by teammates, one 
day after they exchanged barbs 
through the media. 

The Yankees needed only four 
innings to set a season high for 
runs in a game, building a huge 
cushion for A.J. Burnett (5- 
3). They finished with 17 hits, 
three by No. 9 batter Francisco 
Cervelli, and pulled several stars 
before the seventh. 

Phillies 11, Red Sox 6 
At Philadelphia, Jimmy 
Rollins homered as part of a 
six-run seventh inning to help 
Philadelphia avoid a three-game 
sweep and beat Boston. 

Rollins led off the seventh with 
a tiebreaking home run off Josh 
Beckett (7-3) that helped turn this 
one into a rout. Pedro Feliz added 
a two-RBI double, and Rollins 
was hit with a pitch and the bases 
loaded to make it 10-5. 

Rollins had three RBIs to salvage 
the finale and help the Phillies 
improve to 13-16 at home. 
Rockies 7, Mariners 1 
At Denver, Garrett Atkins and 
Todd Helton had three hits each 
as Colorado beat Seattle to match 
a franchise record with their 11th 
straight win. 

Brad Hawpe doubled twice and 
Clint Barmes had two hits for 
Colorado, which has swept three 
straight series and is 13-4 under 
interim manager Jim Tracy. 


The Rockies won 11 straight from 
Sept. 16-27, 2007, when they 
surged to the National Feague 
Wild Card. They won 14 of their 
last 15 that season, including a 
one-game playoff against San 
Diego to win the Wild Card. 
Orioles 11, Braves 2 
At Baltimore, Ty Wigginton hit 
two home runs, Robert Andino 
drove in three runs and stole 
home and Brad Bergesen pitched 
his first complete game to lead 
Baltimore over Atlanta. 

The Orioles have scored 19 
runs in the past two games, 
after scoring just 19 runs in the 
previous 11 games. 

The offensive revival came from 
some unlikely sources. Andino, 
who is replacing Cesar Izturis 
due to his recent appendectomy, 
had three RBIs in his first 70 at- 
bats. He had a bases-loaded walk 
in the third, and a two-run double 
in the fourth. 

Marlins 11, Blue Jays 3 
At Toronto, Ronny Paulino hit 
two home runs and Josh Johnson 
pitched his second complete 
game of the season as Florida 
beat Toronto. 

The Marlins took the three-game 
series and won their eighth in a 
row overall at Toronto. The Blue 
Jays lost their fourth straight 
game and fell to 0-6 in interleague 
play. 

Paulino went 4 for 5, scoring 
three runs and driving in three 
with his first career multihomer 
game. He hit a two-run drive in 
the second inning and added a 
solo shot in the ninth. 

Pirates 6, Tigers 3 
At Pittsburgh, Dontrelle Willis 
fought with his control for the 
third consecutive start by walking 
eight batters in 3 2-3 innings 
to lead to all of Pittsburgh past 
Detroit. 

Robinzon Diaz drove in three 
runs and Ross Ohlendorf (6-5) 
limited Detroit to one run and 
two hits over six innings for his 
first victory since May 18. 


The Tigers got to within 6-3 on 
Don Kelly’s two-run single in 
the seventh off Steven Jackson, 
but lost for the second time in 
the three-game interleague series 
during a bad weekend for Detroit 
teams against Pittsburgh’s. 

White Sox 5, Brewers 4 
At Milwaukee, A.J. Pierzynski 
singled with two outs in the ninth 
inning off previously perfect 
Trevor Hoffman and starter 
Mark Buehrle hit his first career 
home run to lift Chicago over 
Milwaukee. 

Corey Hart homered twice and 
Casey McGehee added another 
solo shot for the Brewers, who’ve 
lost six of seven. Milwaukee 
went 1-5 on its homestand.

Nothing was going to stop 
Bryant, who spent the 
postseason scowling, snarling, 
baring his teeth and all but 
breathing fire at anything in 
his path. For weeks, the All- 
Star has worn his game face, 
and only when the victory was 
his in the final seconds did the 
finals MVP allow himself to 
smile. 

After the final horn, he leaped

The Lakers were 
beaten in six games, losing the 
finale in Boston by 39 points, 
a humiliating beatdown that 
Bryant and his teammates 
had trouble shaking.

This 
was going to be their season, 
and except for a few minor 
missteps, it was.

“It’s so tough to win 
championships,” Bryant said. 
“We started over from scratch. 
Here we are again. This really 
feels like a dream.” 

After beating Utah in the 
first round, Los Angeles was 
forced to go seven games 
against Houston, which lost 
center Yao Ming to an injury. 
The Lakers then took care of 
Denver in six games, setting 
up a matchup with the shoot- 
from-their-hips Magic, who 
made their first visit to the 
finals since O’Neal took them 
there in 1995. 

Orlando will be haunted 
by moments in a series that 
swung on a few plays and had 
two overtime games. 

After losing Game 1 by 25 
points, the Magic had their 
chance in Game 2 but rookie 
Courtney Lee missed an alley- 
oop layup in the final second 
of regulation. In Game 4, 
Dwight Howard clanged two 
free throws with 11.1 seconds, 
and the Magic allowed Derek 
Fisher to nail a game-tying 3- 
pointer to force OT. 

Howard, the Magic’s super 
hero center, was hardly a 
factor in Game 5. He scored 

11 points, took just nine shots 
and never got a chance to get 
going. Rashard Lewis scored 
18 points, but was only 3 of 

12 on 3 s for Orlando, which 
after living on the 3, finally 
died by it. 

The Magic went just 8 of 27 
from long range. 

Orlando was trying to become 


the first team to overcome 
a 3-1 deficit in the finals. 
They had rallied to knock off 
Philadelphia and Boston, and 
then upset LeBron James and 
Cleveland in the conference 
finals. The Magic always felt 
they had a shot at history. 
Bryant, though, wouldn’t be 
denied his place. 

As teammates, Bryant and 
O ’Neal were nearly unbeatable 
on the court. Off it, there were 
problems. 

The pair won three straight 
titles together from 2000- 
02, but the Bryant-O’Neal 
dynasty became dysfunctional 
as both fought for control 
with Jackson publicly siding 
with his All-Star center. It all 
eventually crumbled in 2004 


when O’Neal was traded to 
the Miami Heat. 

Bryant was blamed for the 
breakup, and as the years 
passed, his many critics said he 
couldn’t win one by himself. 
He couldn’t, but the addition 
of Gasol, who came over in a 
stunning trade from Memphis 
last season, filled O’Neal’s 
massive void at center and 
gave Bryant help. 

Fisher, who has four rings 
himself, came back to L.A. 
after stints in Golden State and 
Utah and became a steadying 
force. If not for his two key 3- 
pointers in Game 4, this series 
would still be going. 

The Lakers were anything but 
The Kobe Show. 


Valverde wins back-to-back 
Dauphine libere titles 


GRENOBLE, France (AP) — Alejandro 
Valverde of Spain won the Dauphine Libere 
for the second consecutive year on Sunday. 
Valverde ended the 640-mile eight-day race in 
26 hours, 33 minutes, 15 seconds, finishing 16 
seconds ahead of Cadel Evans of Australia and 
1:18 in front of Alberto Contador of Spain. 
Last month, the Italian Olympic Committee’s 
anti-doping tribunal banned Valverde for two 
years and barred him from competing in Italy 
after DNA evidence and documents allegedly 
showed he was involved in blood doping. 

He could miss the Tour, which starts July 4, 
because part of the route goes through Italy. 
“Right now, I just want to enjoy this victory. 
The rest in not in my hands, so just wait and 
see,” said Valverde, who took the leader’s 
jersey from Evans after Thursday’s grueling 
fifth stage containing the feared Mont 


Ventoux. 

Cycling’s governing body is expected to soon 
announce whether it will extend Valverde’s 
ban worldwide, though the rider could appeal 
to the Court of Arbitration for Sport. 

Stef Clement of the Netherlands won Sunday’s 
eighth and final stage, a mountainous 90-mile 
trek from Faverges to Grenoble in the French 
Alps. 

Timothy Duggan of the United States was 
second, with Sebastien Joly of France taking 
third. 

Contador said he wasn’t surprised by his third- 
place overall finish because he “hadn’t raced 
for two months,” but described the Dauphine 
Libere as “good preparation for the Tour.” 

“I will be ready for a beautiful show on July 
4th,” he said.
